A few y ears later, when white set­ 
tlers began to arriv e, they fou nd no 
Tomahawk Island where Lewis and 
Clark had marked It on the map. The 
legend declares that the Island was so 
ashamed of hav ing to bear a name 
arising ou t of su ch circu mstances that 
It ju st natu rally hid Its face in the 
mu d. 
It appeared again shortly after the 
interstate bridge was bu ilt ov er the 
Colu mbia riv er. 
When the girls in 
the local school were told the story of 
the island they all wrote in to the 
United States geographic bu reau , with 
the resu lt that the original name was 
restored.

him a lift. 
At other times it is a 
case of allowing a passenger to alight. 
Whatev er the occasion may b e for 
stopping, other than those halts re­ 
qu ired b y the ex igencies of traffic it­ 
self and ob edience to the traffic lights, 
it is b est to stop on the far side so 
that when one is ready to start again, 
it is not necessary to wait for the 
signal. 
Also It ob v iates the possib il­ 
ity of stopping some other driv ers who 
may b e following.

OF GOOD DRIVER 


Sho uld Ex tend Tha t Co ur­ 
tesy to Others Which He 
Ex pects to Receiv e. 


“The main essential of a good driv er 
is to behav e as a gentleman on the 
road, and to ex tend that cou rtesy to 
other u sers of the road which y ou ex ­ 
pect to receiv e ffoin tlieiu . ‘Du ring a 
recent trip to Natal,’ say s an official, 
‘I fou nd that the majority of motor 
driv ers there gav e the approaching 
v ehicle su fficient space to pass in per­ 
fect safety . 
This is a lesson which I 
think shou ld be well impressed u pon 
ev ery motor v ehicle driv er,’ ” say s a 
writer in the Montreal Star. 
“The 
great majority of driv ers on the pu blic 
road today seem to take a delight in 
passing each other as close as possible 
—sometimes with only a m atter of 
three or fou r Inches to spare— forget­ 
ting that those three or fou r inches 
might land them perhaps for three or 
fou r months in the hospital. 


Cause of M any Accidents. 
“The pu blic wou ld be shocked to 
learn the nu mber of casu alties adm it­ 
ted to ou r v ariou s hospitals throu gh 
careless driv ing and throu gh not tak­ 
ing proper and safe precau tions when 
ov ertaking or meeting another v ehicle. 
It Is deplorable to state that large 
nu mbers of those cases are attribu ted 
to motor-cy cle driv ers. 
Watch them 
any day in the street and y ou will 
find them racing past each other with 
only a few inches to spare. The slight­ 
est little swerv e, stone, or hu mp in the 
street and a horrible accident is the 
resu lt, perhaps disfigu ring a driv er 
for life. 
“In approaching bu sy cross traffic, a 
competent driv er shou ld slow u p so as 
to hav e his v ehicle u nder proper con­ 
trol, and to be able, if necessary , to 
stop ‘dead’ withou t damage to his v e­ 
hicle. 
The v ariou s motor clu bs are 
doing a lot of good in this matter, and 
with their fu rther- co-operation It Is 
hoped soon to hav e the ranks of the 
u nscru pu lou s driv er redu ced to a mini­ 
mu m. 
Pedestrian is Blamed. 
“Now, there is another indiv idu al 
who is to blame for a great many ac­ 
cidents that occu r daily . 
Whenev er 
an accident happens to this indiv idu al 
—at least in nine cases ou t of ten— 
the motorist 
is 
held 
blameworthy . 
Why ? 
For the simple reason that the 
pedestrian thinks, becau se the motor­ 
ist is mov ing faster, he mu st be in the 
wrong, which Is not alway s the case. 
“To the motor driv er, I wou ld su g­ 
g est that he become a ‘gentleman of 
the road,’ and that he act u p to it in 
ev ery way possible. 
T oT he pedestri­ 
a n, I cou nsel that he think and look 
before entering 
a pu blic road, and 
that 
he 
remember there are 
su ch 
things as motor v ehicles In this world, 
which mov e fast and hav e only the 
pu blic road to mov e along.”

Occasionally a wave of claims and 
counter-claims sweeps through Ameri­ 
can Legion posts throughout the coun­ 
try regarding wdio was tile youngest 
man In the fighting forces of Hie Unit­ 
ed States in the World war. 
Colorado 
recently started tile argument all over 
again, and was answered by a post in 
Omaha, which brought forth tile fol­ 
lowing letter from Joe Frank, editor 
of “The Cracker Legionnaire” of Flor­ 
ida and vice president of the Arneri 
can Legion Press association: 


“I have been sitting back listening 
to all these other posts yell about the 
youngest 
Legionnaire,” 
the 
letter 
reads, “and now it seems as If they 
have ail reported in. 
I think that I 
am able to show them all up by re­ 
porting Comrade George E. MacKenzie 
of 1434 N. E. First street, Miami, Fla., 
who is a member of the Harvey Seeds 
post. 
‘Tie enlisted December 28, 1917, In 
Savannah, Ga., at the age of thirteen. 
He w’as bom in Savannah June IO, 
1904. 
He enlisted on December 28, 
1917, went overseas March, 1918, in 
Company E of the Thirty-eighth in­ 
fantry, Third division, as a private. 
“Soon after he arrived overseas, his 
age was discovered, and he was sent 
back of the lines and detailed to hos­ 


pital duty. 
He wms discharged Janu ­ 
ary 5, 1919, at Camp Gordon, Atlanta, 
Ga., and he will be twenty-three years 
of age June 16, 1927.”

When time came for the Indians to 
go the pipe was not to be found. In­ 
dians and camp ground were searched 
thoroughly, but the pipe had disap­ 
peared. 
When camp was broken up 
the question of naming the Island 
arose. 
Tomahawk 
was 
the 
name 
chosen. 
A few years later, when white set­ 
tlers began to arrive, they found no 
Tomahawk Island where Lewis and 
Clark had marked It on the map. The 
legend declares that the Island was so 
ashamed of having to bear a name 
arising out of such circumstances that 
It Just naturally hid Its face in the 
mud. 
It appeared again shortly after the 
interstate bridge was built over the 
Columbia river. 
When the girls in 
the local school were told the story of 
the island they all wrote in to the 
United States geographic bureau, with 
the result that tile original name was 
restored.

PROPER WALK ON 
COUNTRY HIGHWAY 


Children in Rural Sections 
Know Better Than Walk 
With Traffic. 


Do you know the proper way to 
walk on a country highway? 
Most persons, especially the city 
bred, do not, and so the Chicago Motor 
club, In the poster issued to school 
children, illustrates the proper method 
of walking on a country road. 
Children Visit Country. 
In 25,000 classrooms in this terri­ 
tory the following bulletin, prepared 
by the club, will be read: 
"June days are here; many children 
living In cities and towns will go to 
the country. The lesson taught by the 
poster does not apply to country chil­ 
dren.

anything to cross their paths. If you 
were to walk with truffle a car might 
bear down upon you before you could 
get out of the way or before Hie driver 
could stop bis car. 
Many accidents 
have happened in tills way. 
Drivers 
whose vision has been obscured by 
other cars, a turn in the road, a hill, 
or by poor light have struck persons 
walking on the right side of the road­ 
way. 
These accidents, never would 
have happened lf the persons injured 
had known that the only safe way to 
walk on a country road was to walk 
against the traffic.” 


Speeders Pulled Up by 
Sounding of Car Horn 
One way to make a person behave 
is th make his misbehavior conspicu­ 
ous. On this theory, a plan is to be 
tried in California of sounding the 
horn thrice when one observes an­ 
other driver In reckless disregard of 
law and common safety. 
Three toots of the horn are sup­ 
posed to mean, “Stop that, guy!” It 
is hoped that this will make the reck­ 
less driver ashamed of himself. Per­ 
haps he was not aware that he was 
doing wrong. Traffic cops say most 
drivers on being stopped declare they 
did not realize they were speeding. 
If the fellow does not give heed, 
other drivers are supposed to take up 
the three-toot cry and the supposition 
is that the offender will fear that po­ 
lice will hear It and Interpret It as 
meaning 
“Stop 
that 
guy!” Same 
words; Just a comma left out 


Flattening of Springs 
Interferes With Action 
Keeping springs fit is^not a mat­ 
ter merely of keeping the friction 
qualities between the leaves constant 
and In keeping with the car. A point 
usually overlooked is that springs tend 
to flatten out so they are unable to do 
their best work. This also interferes 
with the action of the devices that 
control the spring recoil. 
It is the first half-inch of spring de­ 
flection that makes for the easiest 
ride. This is when the springs are 
doing their best work as the car’s 
natural 
shock 
absorbers, 
and 
no 
amount of added equipment can com­ 
pensate for this loss, which develops 
through wear. When springs flatten 
Just a quaffer of an Inch, it is obvious 
that this much of their first half-inch 
of best deflection has been sacrified. 
The remedy is to have them re­ 
moved and rearched. 


Obedience to Traffic 
Lights Is Important 
Now that traffic lights have be­ 
come rather universal in large cities 
as well as In small towns, it is im­ 
portant that every automobile driver 
get behind the movement to use these 
signals to the very best advantage. 
They are not perfect by any means, 
but with a little co-operation from the 
progressive car owner and driver, It 
is obvious that many of the present 
difficulties will be-Ironed out aud the 
situation cleared to the advantage of 
everyone. 
One thing to remember In driving 
through a city In which traffic light 
signals are employed is to stop on 
the far side of any street intersec­ 
tion when it Is possible. Very fre­ 
quently when driving along the street 
one sees a friend and stops to give 
him a lift. At other times it Is a 
case of allowing a passenger to alight. 
Whatever the occasion may be for 
stopping, other than those halts re­ 
quired by the exigencies of traffic It­ 
self and obedience to the traffic lights, 
it Is best to stop on the far side so 
that when one Is ready to start again, 
it is not necessary to wait for the 
signal. Also it obviates the possibil­ 
ity of stopping some other drivers who 
may be following.
